My last communieation was written from the city
of Ban Miguel, State of San Salvador, C. A |, under
date of Nov. 28, which 1lef on board H. B. M.
mchooner Cockatrice at port La Union, whose gon-
Hemanly officors kindly offered to forward our let-
ters by the steam frigate Amphitrite, daily expoot-
ed, which communication 1 trust you received in
due time. |

Iloft Ban Mignel on the Isi December, and ar-
rived at La Union the same day, where I remained
two weeks, which time I passed in viewing the town
and country. The town is aa old fushioned, quiot
and lonoly place ; there seemed scarcely any life in
sho inhubitants, and business very dull, There
wore ten foreign vessels in the port, principally Eng-
lish—five wore loaded with merchandise A quun-
ity of oerouns of indigo and silver ore wore piled
upon the beach for shipment to England, in all,
probably 350 corovns; with this exeeption, there
was 1o uppearance of business in the shipping line,
sud s 10 amuscments, they were searce, save now
and then a fandango in some thatched hut about
howr.

The country around San Uarlos is rather fine,
oranges and other tropical froit being lo abundiice
The land is fertile, needing only 1o be cultivaral to

From the residenco of Mr. Coelburn to Zonzonate,
a distance of about two miles, the land upon either
side of the rond is under cultivation, with feneces in
front, which are rare, and, ever and suon, a large,
fromed, mahogany, covered gateway, suitable for
the entrauce to a gentleman’spark, with, perhaps, the
owner's namo upan it. The fields of gorn, sagar
care, and vegetables nprumi very fine, There
were many orsnge treed londed wit? their golden
fruit Bpreading their lung leaves gracefully ahove all
were the beautiful coconuut trees, intersporsed with
the nsunl variety of tropical feuit and flowers. Tro-
pical scenery, when all is in bloowm, with its varioty
of folinge, fruit, axd flowers—when the air is made
!'rnimnl. with the perfume of flowers, wafted upon
eac pnuinF breezo, and the forest mado voeal with
the sougs of the sweet feathered warblers—it is then
a place where angels mightlove dodwell; but it is of
ghort duration—after which, they would wing their
flight to other worlds
t sunset we appronched the town, which had an

! immin‘g appearance from the road, bdnﬁ.sliull

more elevated. The miivs of two large churches,
with their moss growvn, wouldering domes, rose
conspicuous abuve the white, tile roofed adobe
buildings; also, the domes of several churches, not
in ruins, were conspicnous.  The chain of mountains
elothed in green, rose high in the background, and
the eity appenred to bo quictly roposing in the midst
of o tropicnl grove.  Un our right stood the deso-
lute volsuno of Ienleo, belobing forth a column of
bluck smoke, with a distinet roar, like distant thun-
der. We npproached the town overn very fine paved
stone bridge, some fifty feet inheight, with one arch
masonry thrown over the Rio Grande, o
swull bot rapd stresm, and ontered the town ovar
poved streets, andin u few moments found ourselves
pussing through o lurge guteway into the inner
court ol the caza of Nusurio Tregaros, opposite the
ruing of a large stono church stunding at the head
of the pluza. We were conducted to a room, for
our quarters. It was the most comfortable and woll-
furvizhed wo bad yet found, being ceiled. The
furniture was of mahogauy, sud, although ancient in
style, with its peculiny cuyving. indicatod that it
once was of the best and wmost fashionable; it con-
sisted of a gidebonrd, burean, tnble, stand, and two
chaire; a few ancient oil paintinge of saints, or some-
body elee, were hanging upon the walls, aud conspi-
cuous gong thom s small wooden crosz.

voleano of Izaleo. Loo back, an immense
wooded plain extended o the sen shoro, and beyond
wero the waters of the boundless Pucifio. Not bein
sutisfied in newlﬁ the voleano from that place,
ut once determined to approach, and if possible to
nscend it.  Accordingly we entered a picce of wood-
land, shout & miloin width—an almost imponetrable
thicket, without a path. We wore obl to dis-
mount, cut away vines hanging wround like
rog:n, and afier an hour’s seige, wo came suddenly to
o bayrier of fallen trecs, .i.hﬂ which rose a wall of
lava five feet in height, which in rolling down had
found ite way thus fur into the woods, elra’-
ing with irresistible foroe all boefore it. [l
tied our horses, and ascended tho burrier of lava,
when o gcene of magnificonce, grandeur, and
desolation prezented itsclf to our view, The
voleano was now in full view, belching forth at
intervale of about five minutes, with a roar of thun-
der, a huge column of black smoke and a mass of
stonee and ashes, which fell upon its sides, and came
rolling down the mountain. An immense bed of
1ava lay in irregular rolls like waves of the sea, with
deep chasms yawning between, and extonding its
desolation far into the valley; and for miles in ex-
tent, a tremendous mass of burat stone was hanging
upon the eide of the mountain, that seemed to be
detached, and with threatening aspect; and upon all
sides the entire mass of lava seemed about roll
down, us it shook and tumbled at each eruption. The
voleano rises from near the foot of a mountain te &
height of over 3,000 feet. Tt is said to have com-
meneed forming, and continued in constantaction, for
upwards ufah:l.s years, It being the first active voloa~
no | bad visited, and as I was now standing on the
lava upon its side, althongh ina state of eruption, and
dangerous, I could not resist the ineclination of at-
tempting its aseent; and, moordinglly, with Mrs. A,
commenced the undertaking, Tho lava was sharp
and rough; much of it small, loose and porous like
sponge, with o snecession of ridges and deop chasms.
It cut the shoes of Mrs. A.s0 much, nnd being
futigued, she was obliged to stop in the shade of n
wuss of lava, but had suecepded in ascending half
way. I continued the ascent, and I arrived at the
summit. The lava was an iounense mass, forming
n eragged wall around the mountain. Above this,
it was composed of loose ashes nnd sand ; and the
remaining distance to the top could not have ex-
cecded 100 feet.

Placing my hand in a
erevice npon & piece of lava, it burnt my fingers; 1
quickly withdrew my hand, and considering that
place to warm for me, retreated. At each eruption
the whule mass upen the peak appeared red with
beat; the force was so great, with the violont tremb-
ling of the mountain, that [ was fearful the whole
wass might be precipitated upon me.

_ The following correspondence will be found inte-
resting. It consists of Mr. Barney's cartel to M.
Bartiges, the French Ministor; and also, n oopy of
Mr. Barney’s lettor to Prince Jerome Napoleon Bo-
naparte, giving an explanation of the difficulties
with M. Sartiges. It cannot be denied that M
Bartiges' course throughout the whole of this mat-
ter has not been blameless. Moving in the same
circles as Mr. Barnoy, ho had no right to insult that
gentleman, and then deny him either an apology or
satisfuction. If Le was not prepared to do so he
should have avoided the necessity, and not shielded
himself behind his diplomatic eloak.

It is stated on sufficient authority, that M, Sar
tiges declares if Mr. Barney attacks him he will
shoot him dowa. Of course, Mr. Barney nover contom-
Elatcd attacking him in any other way than at o

istauee of ten paces, where there was to bo no mo-
nopoly of the shooting, as it would be equally
divided.

As for Mr. Barney, his charactor as a quiet and
courteous gentleman, is well known; and nothing
but rudeness and insult could have provoked him to
the correction of M. Sartiges’ manners.

After colivg, contrary to the eprnest paragaston
of the ladies of the hous=e for ue to remain, we
mounted our horees, and in eempnny with our he
es, sev off, and after dark arrived at our qua
in Zonzorate.  The following moming we wallo
thirough the city. 1t issituated upon the bank of
the Ko Grande; is woll watered by n number of
springs, avd m‘rn]]-_\ 'n:!.i llfe_'h ground, i8 quite reo ol
filth. 1t is regrincly d out, with good stoaets,
The builings nre one story adobe,
withaeveral Invge private residesnces. The bulldings
ore whitowashed, aud the eteeets nre eloan. [t con-
tning GO0 inhabitants. Thore are eight churches,
threo of which are in ruing, It contmns n plars,
with the ruins of o hirge gtone ehureh ot ite hoad;
this chureh, with ono other of the ssme size, was
built lesa than a hundved years ago, aad belonge to
the frinvs of 5t, Frapeiseo.  They had nnroolud
thom, and were nboutl to repair them with n now
roof, ornnments, &e , whon the revolution broke out,
and the funds aud ormgmenis of value belonging to
the chureh were seized by Mornran, and devored to
the uso of the government—the frigrg being driven
out of the Stute, and now reside in Guatamnla.
They do not return, fearing other rovelutions, when
they awight again be driven out.  The churches are
golig to ruin fast; but the property belongs to them
perpotually, und connot be disposod of, or lawfully
used without their sanetion,  In the front yard of
the one slanding in a back street, I observed the
city were lnying the foundation for & buildig, to be
nsed pe g6 o school house.

1t has o large gilded altar, oven-
ying the end of the building, and reacking to the
dome, containing a beautiful image of the Yirgin
Mary, standing ina nichein the centre, dressed i
rieh silk, with a profusion of tinsel and spangles.

It wae eavered with a sheot, (save the
Liad), nudl presonted o ghostly death soene,  Ovor
this was o standing image in aniche, with a curtain
befuro ity which 1 eould notmuke out, Uypon either
gitdo of the chareh weore two ornnmental giled ulturs,
with the asunl representation of suinte and apostles,
There was an orgauin the gallery at the end; two
rowa of pillers snppocted the roof, while confessionnl
chinire, crosses, and fixings for illuminated night
provecions, made up the sum total of the interior.
